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Prophecy 
And Heresy 


So rank a heresy was it that 
the paper seemed to burn my 
fingers and I could have sworn a 

faint blue snake 
curled off the 
page. 
Research  Di- 
rector George D. 
Scarseth, of the 
American Farm 
Research Asso- 
ciation, had 
calmly, perhaps 
cheerfully, told 
the annual con- 
vention of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation in session at 
Boston that in the years ahead 
planting cotton would be aban- 
doned. 


“Cotton,” he said, “is a great 
crop to stand abuses in produc- 
tion. It fits well with unskilled 
field labor, but machines and pol- 
itics in farming have helped fill 
our warehouses beyond our needs.”’ 
Many foreign lands, he pointed 
out, are developing their cotton 
production and closing our mar- 
kets. 


At this point Director Scarseth 
peered into the U.S. Agricultural 
future and envisioned it cotton- 
less. 


“Basically cotton is cellulose. 
Can future man afford to use food 
land for cellulose?” he asked. 
Immediately he answered his own 
query. 


“My reaction is that in the 
long pull people in an expanding 
economy will want this land for 
food. The hills and mountains 
can make cellulose with trees. 
Besides, cellulose is a byproduct 
of our feed grains and could be 
a valuable byproduct. Corn will 
become more important in the old 
cotton belt... .” 


There it is — the traditional 
shadow no larger than a research- 
er man’s vision. 


Jovian Bolt 


It was heresy, and reading it, 
one waited apprehensively for the 
Jovian bolt. But it did not come. 
The odds are—though the years 
will be many—Dr. Scarseth will 
be proved an accurate prophet. 
It is on its face incredibly fantas- 
tic to suggest that cotton is on 
the way out—to be replaced by 
trees and a cellulose byproduct of 
feed grains—probably amylose 
corn. 


But change comes. 


The past 20 years have seen 
the grain elevators appear in the 
cotton South. The automobile 
tourist comes on them, even, i 
the great flat rich Delta of the 
Mississippi, rising unbelievably 
out of the legend-hidden acres 
historically dedicated to cotton. 


Corn can be grown in most of 
the United States. But it might 
also be said that God made the 
Midwest just to grow corn. It has 
all the advantages. It lies in the 
temperate zone. It is humid, not 
dry-hot. It has a good average 
annual rainfall and drought is 
rare. 


The Southwest plains _ are 
handicapped by hot dry winds. 
These sometimes steady cur- 
rents often interfere with pol- 
lination, and reduce production— 
even in irrigated corn. 


Fewer. Liabilities 


The old cotton South has fewer 
liabilities. There is more humid 
heat, almost no hot, drying winds. 
But there is almost always a 
summer drought. It sometimes 
is of considerable intensity and 
duration. Irrigation is a possible 
solution. But this increases costs. 
Climbing weeds, like morning 
glory, are a serious pest in Dixie 
corn fields and a problem to be 
solved. 


But hybrid corn breeders are 
busy. In all the cotton states 
there are corn experiments— 
many of long duration, which 
show promise of _ resisting 
drought. 


The average citizen has no 
idea of the romance of hybrid 
corn. Seeds are tested for the 
Southeast’s long hot summer. 
They then are taken to Arizona 
or New Mexico and tested across 
two or more years in the dry, 
desert-like heat in an effort to 
find a drought-resistant quality. 
Then back they come to the fields 
where once cotton grew for more 
_ experiments. 


Seven years is about as short 
as one may cut this sort of 
search. And then one must be 
lucky. Ten or a dozen years ol 
experimenting on one hybrid 
variety are not unusual. 


Corn already is replacing cot- 
ton. 
Whether Dr. Scarseth’s proph- 


ecy comes true is something for 
the future. |

Constitution State News Service 
CORNELIA—A 78-year-old in- 
valid woman burned to death 
Friday in a flash fire that de- 
stroyed her son’s 12-room, two- 
story home here.

Atlantic Jets 
Set 2 Records 


LONDON (UPI) — Commercial 
speed records were set Friday 
by two Pan-American World Air- 
ways Boeing 707 jet clippers on 
flights from New York to London 
and to Paris. The New York- 
London flight required 5 hours 41 
minutes. The New York-Paris 
flight took 6 hours 4 minutes. 


The plan, recommended by the 
Joint 
and the House Institutions and 
Properties Committee, would in- 
clude a separate director for in- 
stitutions.

1. Raising per-patient  aillot- 
ments from the present $2.45 
per day to $3. 


2. Earmarking $500,000 a year 
fer capital outlay at the mental 
hospital. 


3. Requiring Medical College of 
Georgia students to spend several 
months of their training at the 
institution. 


4. Push a scholarship program 
for training Georgia psychiatrists. 
5. Establishment of a “‘half- 
way house” for patients almost

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Realities Challenge 
Best in Leadership 


There are some hopeful signs in con- 
nection with the impending school inte- 
gration crisis in Atlanta. None perhaps are 
more encouraging than the wide range 
of discussion now going on among civic 
groups, within educational, religious and 
professional circles, in grand jury rooms 
and in business and industry. 


It is good, too, that this discussion is 
not confined to sections of the commu- 
nity but is general. The meeting of Negro 
community leaders and college students 
at Atlanta University Thursday night 
brought indications that our colored citi- 
zens also are concerned with the conse- 
quences to them of closing the schools. 


The special grand jury presentment of 
last weekend calling for appointment by 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce of a 
biracial committee of white end Negro 
leaders will be most constructive if fol- 
lowed by action. Relationships between 
the races here have been most cordial and 
communications between them until re- 
cently had been maintained at a high 
level Let these be restored. 


The jury cited the difficulties and 
resentments generated by decisions im- 
posed from outside. That makes it all 
the’ more important that local groups try 
to work out their problem themselves. 

A former president of the Atlanta 
branch of the NAACP, John C, Calhoun, 
took note of this need in telling the At- 
lanta University meeting that “none of 
us want our schools closed.” In view of 
the present “unfavorable climate,” he said 
he hoped in event of a federal court rul- 
ing, that “leaders of the city (of both 
races) can sit down and work out the 
problems that exist.” 

Realities must be faced indeed if public 
education is to be preserved, Under the 
state’s present political climate, Atlanta’s 
schools very well might be sacrificed 
without the citizens having much to say 
abont it. That prospect must be faced by 
Negroes and whites alike. And if the 
schools are closed, race relations would 
descend to the lowest ebb here in a cen- 
tury. 

Nobody wants closed schools and no- 
body wants Atlanta to become a Little 
Rock with no choice in the matter. From 
that premise, certainly local people can 
work toward eventual solutions.

Texans went to the polls last month 
and said they didn’t want to pay their 
legislators an annual salary of $7,500 
each.

Some disappointed legislators seem to 
think so. 


At least there are indications some of 
them will go into the next session with 
bills aimed to bar reporters from the 
floor of both Texas houses. 


Already there had been thinly veiled 
moves on the part of legislators to stifle 
good reporting and let all news emanate 
from the House and Senate through 
printed handouts and paid publicists, in 
the way that many state agencies in 
Texas and elsewhere try to operate now. 

We have an idea the public would re- 
act unfavorably to a Legislature that 
worked behind closed doors, issuing peri- 
odic bulletins as does a surgeon from the 
operating room. 

When the public is the patient on the 
table, he likes to know why he must 
undergo the knife and who is handling 
the instrument. 

For that information he must depend 
upon the free press. 


Court Accorded Hoffa 
Setback He Deserved 


James R. Hoffa, iron-fisted ruler of the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
has encountered a roadblock to his drive 
to run roughshod over court-appointed 
monitors. 


The stopper was applied by Federal 
District Judge F. Dickinson Letts who 
ordered obedience to the monitors’ reform 
recommendations. He also slammed the 
door on Hoffa’s scheme to stage a conven- 
tion in March for the purpose of re-elect- 
ing him and eliminating the monitors. 


His ruling was a victory for common 
decency and for those within organized 
labor who are weary of being victimized 
by Hoffa and others of his ilk. As for 
others within the ranks or in the hierarchy 
who wail that their union does not receive 
a warm reception to its public relations 
attempts, they need to look no further 
than the examples of corrupt leadership 
and the history of labor violence to find 
their answer. 


The labor movement has accomplished 
much and has enjoyed tremendous 
growth. However, responsibility obviously 
has failed to keep pace with growth when 
men like Hoffa are placed in the saddle. 


But instead of being booted out, even 
now he is stepping up a campaign to bring 
a potential 10 million city, county and 
state employes into his union. They in- 
deed would do well to consider the conse- 
quences of becoming entangled in an al- 
liance with the Teamster boss. 


Let them weigh the words of Judge 
Letts in his sharp warning to Hoffa and 
his reminder that evidence taken previ- 
ously showed many locals and interna- 
tional officials of the Teamsters ‘were 
corrupt and a menace to the constitutional 
rights of the members.” 


That finding still holds true.

Pulse of the Public 


Abnormal Price Inflation Over a Period 


Of Years Called Culprit in U.S. Economy 


New York City—Prices rose 
from 1890 to 1914, through sev- 
eral recessions, at an average 
rate equal to that of the post- 
war period. This is the recent 
assertion of an economist of in- 
ternational repute. (N.Y. Times, 
p. 53, 12/8/58) As we are aware, 
they have continued their general 
long-term rise to the present. 
Here, clearly delineated, is a 
fundamental inflationary impetus 
in our economy which has noth- 
ing to do with big government 
budgets or the economic power 
of organized labor, both of 
which emerged in the last 20 
years. 

Theoretically, prices should 
have declined in the long-term 
trend over those years, since pro- 
ductivity in industry and on the 
farm rose continually, especially 
during the 1920's. Sincere efforts 
to combat current price inflation 
would grapple with this funda- 
mental aspect of the problem. 

Certainly there exists no real 
inflation now in the sense of too 
many dollars chasing too few 
goods. On the contrary, the 
growth in demand in major 
sectors of the economy in recent 
years is demonstrably delinquent 
compared with the rise in pro- 
ductive capacity. W. SHEA.

“in propriety’ ask some other 
court to try it, and third, what 
should be done to obtain the serv- 
ices of another judge. 


OPINION CITED 

As Barmore Gambrell, repre- 
senting Atlanta Newspapers; Rob- 
ert Stephens of Athens, represent 
ing the press association, and) 
County Attorney Harold Sheats 
argued the question, Judge Pye 
told Gambrell: 


“Your case, if tried before me, | 
would not be tried before a judge | 
who had no opinions in the mat- 
ter. It would be harder to con- 
vince someone who has consid- 
ered a matter .. . than someone 
who has no preconceived ideas | 
about it.” | 


The judge said he gave “care 


ful consideration” to his order be-' 


fore he passed it and although 
his mind was ‘‘not closed,” it was 
“pretty well settled on it. ... 
There is only a bare space left.” 

Both sides said, however, that 
Judge Pye is not disqualified to 
hear the suit. 


PART OF ORDER 


When Gambrell explained that 
the suit was only attacking valid- 
ity of a portion of the order which 
the newspapers feel “is erro 
neous,” Judge Pye answered, “‘If 
it’s erroneous it ought to be cor- 
rected.” 


County Attorney Sheats, repre- 
senting Sol. Gen. Paul Webb and 
Sheriff T. Ralph Grimes, who 
are parties to the suit, said he 
still stands 


in to hear the case. 
he understood Judge Shaw had 
ruled against that motion. 


WOULD EXCLUDE SHERIFF 


Sheats contended the sheriff 
and solicitor general are ‘not 
proper parties” to the suit, and 
argued that actual defendant was 
the judge himself. And he said 
the proper way to get a ruling on 
the order was for the plaintiffs 
to violate the judge’s order. 


Gambrell argued that the “‘er- 
ror” in the order is that it “‘says 


in advance that any picture-tak- | 


ing on the sidewalks or streets 
adjacent to the courthouse of per- 
sons attending a trial are in 
contempt. That's pretty 
broad.” 


JUDGE EXPLAINS 


Judge Pye explained that the 
order was nothing new, but sim- 
ply putting in writing his usual 


procedures in presiding in a court. | 


He said he had previously applied 
these rules to hearings involving 
the NAACP and to a habeas cor- 
pus action against a local hos- 
pital. 


Referring to the question of 
taking pictures on the sidewalk, 
Judge Pye said, ““You can’t draw 
a line between the last step and 
the sidewalk. A person coming 
to court under compulsion should 
be protected from being photo- 
graphed or being interviewed 
from the time he leaves home un- 
til he gets to court.”’
